——¢ He 22d of this Month Prince Pio arriv’d 
here from the Camp before Verue, and 
brought the King the News of the Sur- 
render of that Place. His Majefty 
has made him a Major General. The 

Duke of Medina Celi has been very ill, bur is 
now on the mending Hand. The King fent a Gen- 
tleman to vifit him in his ficknefs, and upon his mak- 
ing known to his Majefty the Concern he was under 
for the Condition in which he fhould leave his do- 
meftick Affairs, his Majefty has granted feveral Fa- 
yours to the Dutchefs his Lady, and to fome of his 
Servants. The Letters from the Camp before Gi- 
braltar inform us, that the Enemy’s Fleet confifting 
of 31 Sail were in the Bay the 14th Inftant; 12 
others among which were the Portugueze Men of 
War being gone out of the Sreights. A Deferter that 
came out of the Place the 15th. in the Night, report- 
ed that the Enemy had landed a Regiment of Dutch, 
and 2 Companies of Scotch Grenadiers, and that there 
were above 4000 Men in the Place, whohad receiv'd 
Provifions in great Abundance, yet wanted Bread 
tho’ they bad Store of Bifcuitr. 2 Regiments of 
Portugueze were on board the Fleet, and the prin- 
cipal Sea Officers would .bave landed them and 
drawn off other Troops, and fav’d the Durch: But 
the Prince of Darmftad would nor yield to it, fay- 
ing they would do him no Service but confume his. 
Provifions. He prefs’d the chief Sea Officers, very 
urgently, to land what Regular Troops they had in 
rhe Fleer, to make an Attempt upon the Works of 
the Befiegers, while he would make a Sally upon a- 
nother Part: But they would not venture on that 
fnterprize, it apearing dangerous. We have an Ac- 
count likewife that he has fer Men to work upon a 
rew Battery on the Pafty. The Befiegers expect 
treth Troops,to relieve thofe who have been employ’d 
in the Siege all the Winter, that they may have fome 
Reft and Refrefhment. The Marthal de Teffe, and 
the Marquis de Toy, are gone to take a Review 
of thofe Forces that are in Quarters in Eftramadura. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated May 9. 
Mantua, April22. The Advices from the Camp 
of the Enemy, are, that Count Leiningen return’d 
thither the 17th from Roveredo in the Trentin, ha- 
ving affifted ata Council of War held there. The 
Troops he commanded in the Breffan, are march’d 
by the Way of Riva into the Trentin, except 2000 
Men which continue at Gavardo, Salo, and .there- 
abouts ; and "tis reported they will fhortly follow. the 
vet, The Letrers we have receiv’d from Tirol, rell 
us the foremoft of the Brandenburg Troops that are 
coming to Italy, were arriv’d on this Side Infpruch. 
But the other Succours the Enemy expect from Ger- 
many, cannot rendezvuos in the Veroneze till the 
15th or 20th of next Month. ‘ Some Days ago the 
Sieur de Lapara Lieutenant General arriv’d in this 
City, and after be had conferr’d with the Grand 
Prior of France he went from hence to form the 
‘tege of Mirandola. Artillery and Ammunition ne- 
cefary were provided there againft his coming, toge- 
hex with 9 Battallions, and 2a0e Men of the Mili- 


tia of the Mirandolan and the Modeneze. The 
Grand Prior has caus’d all the Mills and Boats that 
were on the Po to be carried over to the Ferrareze 
fide ; and the Right Bank of that River is guarded 
by 6 Regiments of Horfe and Dragoons, from Aria- 
no near the Mouth of the Po, to the Mouth of the 
Panaro in the Arm of the Po that pafles by Ferrara. 
The Duke of Vendome will ina few days arrive 
here, and is to be follow’d by a confiderable Body of 
Troops, in Order to oppofe the Attempts the Enemy 
may maketofuccour Mirandola. Advices con- 
cerning that Siege, fay, that the 17th Inftacc feveral 
Officers followd by 30 Soldiers, making a Sally to 
view the Situation of our Camp, were repuls’d with 
fo great Vigour, that a Captain and 3 Soldiers were 
kil'd and 9 others with a Lieutenant taken Prifoners, 
tho’ not one of the Befiegers was either kill’d or 
wounded. The Night between the 19th and 20th 
the Sieur de Lapara caus'd the Trenches to be open’d 
by the ift Battallion of Limofin and that of Quercy, 
with 600 Peafants and rooo Workmen. The Tren- 
ches were carried on within 25 Fathom of the An- 
gles of the Covert-Way, without any Lofs, becaufe 
the Befieged not feeing what was doing, did not fire. 
The fame Night the Sieur de Lapara, to make him- 
felf Mafter of the Fort of la Motte, in which the E- 
nemy had 78 Men, caus’d 2 Pieces of Cannon to be 
plac’d within Piftol-ther of that Fort, which at Day- 
break begun to play. The Governour of Mirando- 
la judging it cou!d not be defended, fent an Officer 
os Horfeback to order rhe Garrifon to retire, and 
immediately they began to march: But this being 
forefeen by the Sieur de Lapara, he had plac’d in 
Ambufh between the Fort and the Town 2 Compa- 
nies of Grenadiers of the Regiment of Gaftinois, 
who kilPd 12 of them and took 56 Prifoners with 
their Officers : Who reported that Prince Eugene had 
written to the Governour, that he was preparing to 
fuccour him in Perfon ; and that after the Lofs the 
Garrifon had fuftain’d in 4 Days, there were in the 
Place 430 Men in a Condition to do Service, and thac 
they wanted a great many Things, yet had fufficient 
Stores of Bread and Wine. The Night between the 
2oth and 21ft the Sieur Dillon reliev’d the Trenches 
with the Duke of Mantua’s Regiment of Guards 
and the 2d Batrallion of Limofin. The Trenches 
and che Parallel were perfected, and 4 Batteries of 
Cannon and Mortars were mark’d our. The Be- 
fieged made a great Fire with their Cannon and 
Mufquers, by which only a Captain, an Ingenier, and 
5 Soldiers were wounded, and 3 kill’d. The Night 
between the 21ft and 22d the Trenches being re- 
liev’d by the Regiment of Perche, and the ift Bat- 
tallion of the Regiment of Gaftinois, the Sap was ad- 
vanc'd to ihe Foot of the-Pallifadoes ; fo that ’cwas 
hop’d a Lodgment might be made the 23d on an 
Angle of the Covert-Way. They were working 
likewile on a Bacrery of 7 Mortars within 20 Fa- 
thom of the Covert-Way, which: was to fire the 
23d; and on 3 Batteries of Cannon, onefof 4, ano- 
ther of 8, and the 3d of 1:2 Pieces. . Norwithftand- 
ing the great Fire of the Befieged, and the Grenadoes 
and Stones they throw, there was but one of our 
Grenadiers kill’d : 2 Officers, 6 Soldierc, and 2 Pea- 
fants were wounded. The taking of rhe Place will 
be retarded by a deep Ditch, in which rhere is 14 
Foot Water, part of which «will be drain’d off, and 
the reft ap. 
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From the Paris Letter, dated May 4. j 
pers, May 8. We have Advice 
de Lapara pulhes on the Siege of Mirandola with all 
poifible Vigour : Our Men are already lodg’d on the 
Angie of the Counterfcarp ; and the Ingeniers fore- 
{ee the greateft Difficulty will be in patling the Ditch 
in which there is 14 Foot Water: They hope to be 
able ro drain away 6 Foor of the Water, and then 
co fill up che Ditches with Fafcines and other Materi- 
als. Deferters confirm, that the Garrilon confitts of 
about 500 Men, bur chat they have a numerous Ar- 
tillery. Montieur de Lapara has @ignified to the In- 
habuancs, that if he learn they bear Arms in this 
Siege, be will put them all to the Sword when he 
takes the Place. An Exprefs from the Prince of 
Vaudeimonc is arvis'd at Court, with Advice that he 
has caus’d a Courier tc be fie2’d who was going from 
Prince Eugene to the Duke of Savoy co inform him 
of bis Arrival at Roveredo: Bur all the Letters from 
Mantua affure us they hear noching yet of the Prut- 
fians being come into the Trentun ; and add, that 
Snow and Rain have render’d the Roads of Tirol 
unpafiabic, and that the Imperialifts themfelves do 
not expect to be joyd’d by rhofe Succours in lefs 
than a Month. And agreeably to this they write 
from Marli, that the Affairs of Italy give no Uneati- 
nefs ro the Court, that the King’s Armies in that 
Country will confit this Campaign of 130 Battal- 
lions and 118 Squadrons, cuimpleatr, and good 
Troops; among which are 11 Bartallions and 15 
Squadrons, which the Prince of Vaudemont has 
form’d out of the Forces of the Miianeze : Befides 
the Train of Artillery which he has furnifh’d ro the 
Siege of Mirandola, he is getting ready another mor® 
numerous for the Siege of Turin. Ic kas been re- 
ported that the Marfhal de Vauban was to go to 
Piemontr, in Cafe the Duke de la Feuillade fhould 
Jay Siege to Turin: Burt we are inform’d the Duke 
of Vendome will! come and form ther Siege, and that 
Monfieur de Lapara is to have the Ditection of the 
Works. The Marhhal de Marfin, will have in Alface 
an Army of goBattallions and 60 Squadrons, Our 
“froops are in motion on all fides, and we are affur’d 
our Generals propofe to encamp by the 2oth of this 
Month. The King is free from the racking Pains of 
the Gour, has his Sleep well, and begins to walk 
ftrongly. The Princefs of Urfini is preparing to fet 
out the *4th of rhis Month for the Court of Spain.
